13, lines 31-42, by disclosing automatically selecting one or more stored images having metadata similar to the extracted metadata, 
thereby providing one or more selected stored images with metadata similar to the grouped images, those measurements are stored in 
the database as statistics. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., the database statistics module is separate from the database and must be explicitly maintained) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims.
